The proxy server disclosed in Documentl can act as an intermediary 
between the client PC and printer, which can handle the SNMP protocol 
but can' t handle the UPnP protocol. 

Documentl also discloses the installation technique of drivers (see 
S13-20) . 

The print server disclosed in Document2 can show a multifunctional 
device as a plurality of devices corresponding to each function. 
The gateway disclosed in Document3 can convert a protocol between 
clients and I/O devices (printer, scanner, and so on) . 

All of the documents listed above are concerned with the device 
management system and the skilled person in the art would easily conceive 
the idea of applying the technical feature disclosed in Document 2,3 
to the invention disclosed in Documentl. 

Thus, the subject matter of claim 1, 4, 5, 7, 9, 10, 11, 14, 15, 17, 
19, 21, 23 has no inventive steps over Document 1, 2 and the subject 
matter of claim 2, 3, 12, 13 has no inventive steps over Document 1, 
2, 3. 

The exclusion method disclosed in claim 6, 16 isn' t disclosed in above 
documents, but it would be trivial for the skilled person in the art 
to prevent duplicate storing. 

The responding method based on printer languages disclosed in claim 
8, 18, 20, 22 isn' t disclosed clearly in above documents, but the printer 
language is the one of the most important functions of printers and 
the skilled person in the art could easily select which kind of function 
to use. 

Thus the subject matter of claim 6, 8, 16, 18, 20, 22 has no inventive 
steps over Document 1, 2. 
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
